Disasters can range from a 
nuclear attack to a multi-car 
highway accident, from a 
flood to an industrial explo¬ 
sion, but all have one thing 
in common: the immediate 
and vital need for medical 
supplies and equipment. To 
make sure that the required 
equipment and personnel arc 
on hand when needed is the 
responsibility of the Emer¬ 
gency Health Services of the 
Alberta Department of 
Health. Twenty two-hundred 
bed emergency hospitals, 
packaged and ready to be 
transported and erected 
wherever needed, are being 
strategically stored in the 
province by this agency. 
These units are designed to 
replace bed and medical 
facilities which might be des¬ 
troyed in a nuclear attack, 
and to supplement inadequate 
local facilities in the event of 
major civil disaster. Advan¬ 
ced Treatment Centres are 
also maintained by the Emer¬ 
gency Health Services to 
provide first life-saving tech¬ 
niques and patient-sorting 
following a nuclear attack. 
Each large city hospital has 
disaster teams which would 
assist local medical personnel 
if required during a large 
disaster outside Calgary and 
Edmonton. To further supple¬ 
ment emergency equipment 
available locally, twenty 
Casualty Collecting Units 
have been divided into thirds, 
providing 60 municipalities 
throughout the province with 
stretchers, blankets, first aid 


supplies, burn dressings and 
water bottles. The distribu¬ 
tion and use of all this equip¬ 
ment, which is supplied by 
the federal government, is 
controlled by the Emergency 
Health Services, working with 
the Alberta Emergency Mea¬ 
sures Organization.

Begin in February 

OfPIWWA - Survivors’ benefits 
mlder the Canada Pension P4an 
uril first become payable in Feb¬ 
ruary, 1966, Benefits Include a 
tamp sum death benefit, a wid¬ 
ow’s pension, a disabled widow¬ 
er’s pension, and benefits to the 
.fepftp denit- cihMren of a deceased 
oontrihitor. 

Details of this aspect of the 
Canada Pension Plan were, made 
public recently by National Health 1 
and Welfare Minister MacEeaehen. 

For & survivor to daim any of 
these benefits, the deceased per¬ 
son must have contributed to the 
Plan for fat least three years. Any 
icquired contribution to the Plan 
is considered to be a contribution 
for a year. Thus, Canada Pen¬ 
sion Plan survivors’ benefits be- 
< 3 ome payable in February, 1968, 
to the survivors of deceased per¬ 
sons who have made the requir¬ 
ed contributions for the years 1966 
and 1067 -and for the month of 
January, 1968, provided the con¬ 
tributor died in January, 1968, or 


had commenced to receive this re¬ 
tirement pension effective from 1 
February, 1868, and died at a lat¬ 
er date. 

As the reitrement pensions un¬ 
der the Canada Pension Plan, sur¬ 
vivors’ benefits will be subject to 
annual adjustment to reflect vari¬ 
ations in the cost of living. 

- - Similar benefits are available un¬ 
der the Quebec Pension Plan, 
which parallels and is closely co¬ 
ordinated with the Canada Pen¬ 
sion Plan. 

The Department of National 
Health and Welfare, which ad¬ 
ministers the benefits of the Can¬ 
ada Pension Plan, has 126 offices 
across Canada to assist individ¬ 
uals in- applying for benefits. Staff 
members are trained in all as¬ 
pects of the Plan and are -pre¬ 
pared to offer assistance and ad¬ 
vice in individual cases. 

Mr. MlacEachen urged persons 
with questions about their eligi¬ 
bility for survivors’ benefits to 
consult C.P.P. staff in the dis¬ 
trict and local Canada Pension 
Plan offices. 

Amounts of widows’ pensions 
and disabled widowers’ pensions 


depend on the average pensionable 
earnings of the contributor. 

The pension for a widow under 1 
65 will be $25.50 plus 37.5 per cent 
of the deceased contributor’s re¬ 
tirement pension; a widow 65 or 
over will receive 60 per cent of 
her deceased -husband’s -retirement 
pension. Widows’ or disabled wid¬ 
owers’ pensions may be as much' 
as $65 monthly. Lesser amounts 
-are payable, of course, where the 
deceased contributor’s earnings 
were less than the maximum pen¬ 
sionable earnings. 

Dependent children of a deceas¬ 
ed contributor will quaiiiy for a 
benefit of $25.50 per month for 
each of the first four children and 
$12.75 for the fifth land each addi¬ 
tional child. 

A tamp sum death benefit is 
also payable. This amounts to 
six times the monthly retirement 
pension of the deceased contrib¬ 
utor, up to a maximum of $810. 

If a -contributor nad not reach¬ 
ed pensionable age at the time 
o-f Ws death, a retirement pension 
would be -calculated as though he 
had in order to determine the 
amount of the widow’s or disabled 


widower’s pension and the death 
benefit. 

The calculation of a widow’s 
pension is dependent on a number 
of factors, including her age when 
widowed, whether she has de¬ 
pendent or disabled children or is 
disabled herself. Canada Pension 
Plan staff at district or local of¬ 
fices should be consulted for de¬ 
tails in -individual cases. 

Mr. MaoBa-chen said the start 
of payment of survivors’ benefits 
will be drawn to the attention of 
contributors throughout Canada In 
a national advertising program in 
February.
